HE value of exports of United Kingdom goods in 
July at £145-6 million was the highest ever 
recorded, exceeding by £8-2 million the former 
weord which had stood since July 1920. The value 
of imports (£185-6 million) was also higher than ever 
before, being slightly above the amended April figure 
{184-9 million); re-exports amounted to £6°3 
nillion, so that the adverse visible balance of trade in 
July was £33-6 million, £4-6 million below June, and 
lower than in any month this year except Februar y 
when the figure was £31-2 million. 

July is generally a high month for exports because 
itnormally contains the maximum number of working 
days (27) and also because of the tendency to clear 
documents to the Customs before the holidays. 
However, there was some falling off in receipts of 
documents in the early part of the month as a result 
of the dock strike in London during the latter half of 
June and consequently the July total may have been 
affected by this. 

The increase in the value of exports in July com- 
pared with June (£11-6 million) was almost entirely 
due to the extra 2 working days, the daily rate being 
little changed. Taking 26 days (excluding Sundays) 
4 normal working month, exports during the last 
line months have been, in £ million :—

Allowing for the rise in prices since 1938 the volume 
of exports in July is provisionally estimated at 149 per 
cent. of 1938. It is very difficult to 
make accurate volume comparisons 
over @ period of years, but this 
probably represents the largest quantity of goods sent 
abroad in any month since July 1929 and exceeds the 
‘Monthly average for that peak inter-war year by 
about 4 per cent. 

When allowance has been made for the varying 
tumber of working days, however, the quantity of

goods exported daily in July is estimated to be only 
about the same as in June and 3 per cent. above May. 
The volume is therefore still 4 per cent. short of the 
1948 end-year target. 

Of the three main classes of exports, food, drink and 
tobacco at £7-7 million showed a fall of £0-6 million 
compared with June, while raw materials (£7 -2 million) 
rose by £0-5 million, due entirely to the continued 
increase in exports of coal. The principal increase 
was for manufactured articles which went up by 
£12-1 million to £127-4 million. Cotton yarns and 
manufactures showed the most outstanding rise in 
this class, increasing by £2-9 million (29 per cent.) to 
£12-9 million, the highest value 
Cotton and recorded for this group since 1929. 
Machinery Machinery went up by £3°1 million 
(15 per cent.) and at £24-1 million (86,000 tons) reached 
a new record both by value and quantity. Exports of 
vehicles were £1°3 million greater than in June but the 
number of new cars and chassis exported (20,801), 
although 560 above the June figure, was still well 
below the April record. 

As already mentioned the value of total imports 
reached a new record of £185-6 million and was £8°5 
million more than in June. Last year, however, 
imports in July (£179-5 million) were higher than in 
any other month of 1947 and the increase over June 
1947 was £25-3 million. 

Compared with June of this year there was an 
increase of £8°6 million to £80-4 million in imports of 

; food, drink and tobacco; and a rise 
Higher Food of £5°8 million in manufactured 
Imports articles (£48-4 million) was matched 
by a fall of a similar amount for raw materials (£54-9 
million). Among the food, drink and tobacco groups, 
there were increases of £4-2 million for tobacco, 
imports of which were very small in the first half of 
the year, and £4-1 million for grain and flour (to £20-4 
million, the highest value recorded since 1920). 

Imports of raw cotton fell by £7-8 million from the 
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very high June figure, this fall being partly offset by 
an increase of £3-3 million for wood and timber. Among 
manufactured articles there were rises of £2-8 million for 
manufactured oils (mainly refined petroleum), £1-9 million 
for miscellaneous textiles (chiefly jute manufactures) and 
£1-0 million for non-ferrous metals. 


Included in the total export figures are shipments by 
U.N.R.R.A. and N.A.A.F.1. amounting to £501,000 in July. 

Detailed particulars of our imports, exports and re- 
exports were published on August 24.* The tables on 
pages 396 and 397 show summary figures for British 
exports and retained imports. 


Exports 


The following table makes a comparison of the 
composition of exports in July with those for July 1920 
which until now were the highest on record. The figures 
relate to the percentages of the total values of exports 
contributed by the main groups of commodities, and of 
course should not be taken as an indication of changes in 
quantities between the two periods.

Now, as in 1920, both textiles and coal average values are 
very high relative to those of other expurts, but in spite of 
this factor textiles accounted for only 19 per cent. of the 
total compared with 43 per cent. in July 1920, while coal 
has fallen from 6 per cent. to 3 per cent. Metal goods on 
the other hand have increased from 25 per cent. in 1920 to 
49 per cent. in July of this year. In quantity terms the 
most striking feature is the reduction in exports of cotton 
piece-goods ; 395 million sq. yds. were exported in July 1920 
but only 71 million sq. yds. in July of this year. 


Exports of Metal Goods 
The total value of exports of metal goods (£70-0 million) 


was £7-8 million above the average for the second quarter, 
the biggest increase being that of £3-2 million for machinery.

mainly as a result of smaller shipments to Australia; for 
exports to the United States (3,715) and Canada (2,326) the 
rapid increase shown in earlier months continued and these 
two markets together accounted for nearly 30 per cent. of 
the total number exported compared with no more than 2 per 
cent. in either 1938 or 1947. Commercial vehicles and 
chassis increased by one-fifth to a new record—more than 
six times the average for 1938. 

The gross tonnage of new shiys exported (nearly double 
the second quarter average) was, with one exception, the 
highest in any month since 1930; these figures are, of 
course, normally subject to wide fluctuations from month 
to month.

record, while those of brass rose to nearly three times the 
pre-war level. 


Increases in Textiles 


While all the textiles groups showed some increase com- 
pared with both the second quarter average and with June, 
the most important changes were in the two largest groups 
—cotton and wool. 


Cotton yarns, after being fairly stable since the end of 
1947 increased by 44 per cent. over the second quarter 
average and, at 62 per cent. of the 1938 average, were the 
highest since early 1940; cotton thread exports doubled 
and, apart from two months in 1945, were the highest since 
1929. There was a further increase (one-fifth) shared by all 
types for piece-goods exports, which reached 62 per cent. of 
the 1938 average—the highest figure for seven years. 


In the wool group, exports of tops were more than double 
those in 1938, while shipments of yarns (easily the highest 
since 1940) increased by one-quarter to 69 per cent. of the 
1938 average. Exports of woollen and worsted tissues rose 
by one-sixth and equalled the average for the best of the 
immediate pre-war years (one-third above 1938). Nearly 
half the increase over the second quarter was accounted for 
by larger shipments to Canada. Exports of carpets reached 
a new record at more than double the 1938 average. Arti- 
ficial silk tissues (over two and a half times the 1938 average) 
also reached a new peace-time record, but linen piece-goods 
fell back to about the same level as in the first quarter of 
this year.

imports of oats, the total for coarse grains (218,000 tons) 
below the second quarter average. 

With substantial increases for both beef and lamb, total 
carcase meat supplies exceeded the pre-war average, but 
bacon and ham imports fell by over a half to only a quarter 
of the 1938 level. 

} Reductions in fresh fruit and vegetables were mostly 
seasonal, the most important being for oranges and potatoes. 
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Sugar imports fell to slightly below the 1938 level, whi} 
those of cocoa fell to one-quarter of the pre-war average, 
Imports of tobacco which were easily the highest sing 
October 1947 consisted largely of 13,000 tons received from 
the United States—their first substantial supplies this year, 


Imports of Materials 


The following table shows imports of the principal 
materials in July, together with comparable figures fo, 
earlier periods. Imports of iron ore, well over double the 
1938 average, exceeded the previous record (December 1937 
by one-sixth. Retained imports of copper increased to the 
highest for over a year but other non-ferrous metals were at 
or below the second quarter level. 

Imports of timber were, in the aggregate, more tha 
double the low second quarter level, the biggest increas 
heing for pitprops, which were three times as high. Timber 
supplies were, however, still low for this time of year—legs 
than two-thirds of those in July 1947. Softwood imports 
were only three-quarters of the average for 1938 while those 
of plywood were less than two-thirds. Supplies of wood 
pulp—the highest since 1939—almost reached the 193s 
average and paper and board imports were the highest for 
over a year. 

There was a heavy fall (over a half) in retained imports of

cotton as a result of smaller supplies from the United 
States and from Egypt; with reduced imports and larger 
re-exports (7,400 tons) retained imports of wool were little 
more than half the average for either 1938 or earlier months 
thisyear. Jute piece-goods imported were easily the highest 
on record. 

The seasonal fall in imports of ground nuts was only 
partly offset by an increase for palm kernels so that total 
supplies of oilseeds and nuts (76,000 tons compared with an 
average Of 136,000 tons in 1938) were one-tenth lower than 
in the second quarter. With an increase of one-half for 
palm oil, however, supplies of vegetable oils were 43 per 
cent. higher. 

Imports of crude petroleum were only just short of the 
ecord June figure while, with motor spirit supplies up by 
one-half, retained imports of refined petroleum were the 
highest since the end of the war. 


Distribution of Trade 


The first table below shows the progress of our trade in 
wcent periods, distinguishing those countries described by 
the President of the Board of Trade as particularly impor- 
fant as markets or sources of supply. The second table 
shows our balance of trade with these countries. These 
figures are derived from the Trade and Navigation Accounts 
in which imports are valued c.i.f. and exports f.o.b. 

The adverse balance with the United States has fallen 
continuously since the peak period of the third quarter 
of 1947 when it was two and a half times the figure for the 
scond quarter of 1948. The fall of one-third between the 
first and second quarters of this year was due to a con- 
siderable reduction in imports rather than to any rise in 
exports which fell both absolutely and as a proportion of the 
total. Imports went down from 11-24 per cent. of the total 
in the first quarter to 7-55 per cent. in the second, having 
shown a continuous fall since the beginning of 1947. The 
\rop of £14-1 million by value was largely due to smaller 
imports of cotton and tobacco. A fall of £2-7 million in 
exports of partly worked gold, which had been abnormally 
high in the first quarter, caused a reduction in the propor- 
tion of total exports going to the United States from 4-90 
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per cent. to 3-95 per cent. 

The adverse balance with the Argentine has also been 
falling since September 1947 as a result of smaller imports. 
The proportion coming from this source has shown a steady 
decline for nearly a year and in the second quarter was only 
4-43 per cent., the value falling by £9-7 million from the 
previous three months’ figure as a result of reductions for 
linseed and other oils, wheat, meat and oilseed cake and 
meal. Exports to the Argentine were reduced to only 2-21 
per cent. of the total, a fall of £1-8 million by value, mainly 
in the vehicles group. 

Although there was a slight fall in the second quarter 
in the proportion of total imports coming from Canada 
and Newfoundland to 11-20 per cent., the value of these 
imports was £3-4 million higher than in the first quarter, 
due largely to increases for wheat and flour and aluminium. 
The proportion of exports to this area rose slightly to 4°35 
per cent., the value going up by £2-1 million owing to 
several small increases, mainly for woollen and worsted 
goods, machinery and vehicles. The increase in exports, 
however, was more than offset by the rise in imports and 
the adverse balance increased slightly after two successive 
falls in preceding quarters. 

These three areas, the United States, Canada and New- 
foundland, and the Argentine, together accounted for 62 
per cent. of the total deficit in the second quarter compared 
with 85 per cent. in the first quarter, but only 43 per cent. 
in 1938. 

The proportion of total imports coming from the rest of 
the Western Hemisphere rose by one half in the second 
quarter to 9-13 per cent., while the value rose by £19-7 
million due chiefly to increased supplies of sugar from Cuba 
and refined petroleum from the Dutch West Indies. The 
proportion of exports to this area declined slightly and there 
was a consequent sharp rise in the adverse balance to two 
and a half times the first cuarter’s figure. The figures 
for South Africa show an increase in the percentage of 
exports and a reduction in the percentage of imports, 
giving a further small rise in our favouralle balance with 
this country, while for the rest of the Sterling Area there 
were falls in the proportions of both imports and exports. 
The proportion of both our import and export trade with 
European countries showed small increases.

United Kingdom Purchase 
of Belgian Steel 


N order to make a contribution to the easing of barriers 
to trade between participating countries of the Organiza- 
tion for European Economic Co-operation, H.M. 

Government has decided to make a special purchase of 
100,000 tons of steel from Belgium and Luxemburg 
during the coming three months. Under the present 
financial arrangements between the United Kingdom and 
the other countries, this purchase may involve the United 
Kingdom in loss of gold. The continuation of purchases 
on a similar scale in the future must, therefore, depend 
upon the institution of a payments scheme between the 
participating countries which will facilitate trade exchanges. 

When the Organization for European Economic Co- 
operation was considering the import programmes of the 
participating countries for the third quarter of this year, 
it emerged that Belgium and Luxemburg would have a 
certain surplus quantity of steel available for export in 
this quarter which, however, the other participating 
countries would be unwilling to buy from them for currency 
reasons. 

Vhe Belgian and Luxemburg industries are making a 
special effort, in the circumstances, to provide within the 
100,000 tons the kind of products which the United Kingdom 
particularly needs. 

This purchase of 100,000 tons is in addition to the quanti- 
ties of steel being obtained by the United Kingdom from 
Belgium and Luxemburg under the current trade arrange- 
ment between these countries. 








Mechanical Lighters Decontrolled 


The Board of Trade have made the Mechanical Lighters 
(Revocation) Order, 1948,* which revokes the Mechanical 
Lighters (Control of Manufacture and Supply) Order, 1942 
(S.R. & O, 1942, No. 1457). 

The new Order comes into operation on August 30, and 
on and from that date the control over the manufacture and 
supply of mechanical lighters will be removed.

Trade, at a conference in London. 

Sir Alexander said that cigarette smoking gradually 
increased during the war until a peak of about 120 per cent. 
of pre-war was reached in 1946/47. Supplies of cigarettes 
to shopkeepers were correspondingly increased to keep pace 
with this increased consumption. In April 1947 Mr. Dalton, 
then Chancellor of the Exchequer, stated in his Budget 
speech that the Government wanted a 25 per cent. cut in 
smoking because in the light of the country’s economic 
position it could not afford to spend as many dollars as 
formerly on tobacco. The price of cigarettes in this Budget 
was increased from 2s. 4d. to 3s. 4d. for 20. This sub- 
gtantial increase in the price of cigarettes resulted in a sharp 
drop in smoking immediately after the 1947 Budget. 
Later in the year the big manufacturers, who account for 
well over three-quarters of total production, cut the supplies 
of cigarettes to shopkeepers by about 20 per cent. Because 
of the considerable reduction in smoking which followed the 
imposition of the ls. per packet increase in the 1947 Budget 
this cut to the shops did not result in a shortage as it merely 
adjusted supplies to the reduced demand. 

By the autumn of 1947, however, smoking had begun to 
creep up again. A further increase of 2d. per packet of 
20 cigarettes (bringing the price to 3s. 6d.) in the April 
Budget this year had no effect whatever in reducing demand. 
It was nevertheless a reminder, as the Chancellor pointed 
out, of the need to restrict smoking. Demand has never- 
theless continued to increase in 1948. This increase, 
coupled with the reduced supplies to the shops and con- 
sequent reduction of stocks, made the apparent shortage 
more pronounced. A further factor was the normal 
smoking increase during the holiday season this year ; this 
increase was not so evident during the 1947 summer because 
the effect of the shilling per packet increase was still keeping 
smoking down. 

The following table shows that supplies of cigarettes and 
pipe tobacco for home consumption, while lower than in 
1946 and 1947, are nevertheless higher than before the war :

Present consumption was at the rate of about 205 million 
lbs. a year. When the 4 per cent. cut recently announced is 
made, this will give a rate of 197 million lbs. which will still 
be higher than the pre-war rate. 

It was estimated that about 1,600 million cigarettes per 
week were reaching the shops, against about 1,450 million 
before the war. Against this, however, must be set the fact 
that more people, particularly women, were smoking to- 
day as compared with pre-war days. 


Some Reasons for Shortage 


Virtually as many cigarettes were reaching the public 
to-day as earlier this year when cigarettes were not in- 
frequently displayed by retailers instead of being kept under 
the counter. Undoubtedly, therefore, part of the present 
scarcity of cigarettes was due to a temporary lack of 
confidence—by the public who tended as a precaution to 
buy more than their immediate needs, and by retailers who 
similarly as a precaution tended to keep cigarettes out of 
sight and to reserve them for regular customers. The 
cigarette supply position rested on a fine balance. A 
relatively small increase in demand tended to produce a 
shortage. Conversely, however, a relatively small decrease 
in demand could eliminate queueing. If all smokers were 
to smoke one cigarette in ten less each day and refrain from 
hoarding there would soon be an end of queueing. 

The Government did not propose to introduce cigarette 
rationing because it was regarded as unworkable. Among 
other things it would involve closing the shops for long 
enough to enable them to stock up in order to be able to 
honour the coupons. It would also lead to the development 
of a substantial black market which would be virtually 
uncontrollable. A combined sweets and tobacco rationing

scheme would be equally impracticable. Price contyo| 
would also present great difficulties of enforcement. Ther 
was at present no evidence of extensive profiteering but this 
was being watched and action could be taken if it appeared 
that the situation was being widely exploited. 


Sources of Supply 


As it was increasingly obvious that the country could not 
afford to spend more dollars on tobacco, the Government 
were looking to other sources of supply as far as possible, 
It was hoped to get more tobacco in the future from Empire 
and near Eastern sources. Efforts were made to step up 
supplies from these sources as soon as it became clear that 
supplies from America were to be reduced. 

The United Kingdom had been taking all the tobacco she 
could get from Southern Rhodesia. The pre-war total of 
18 million lbs. was increased to 31 million Ibs. last year and 
it was hoped to get well over 40 million Ibs. from the 1948 
crop. The United Kingdom manufacturers had agreed to 
take two-thirds of the crop for five years ahead (starting this 
year). A steady increase in yearly supplies from this 
quarter could be looked for, it was hoped. 

It was a fact that the amount of Greek and Turkish 
tobacco blended in the standard brands of cigarettes had 
for some time past been increasing, and was still being 
increased. The extent to which Greek and Turkish tobacco 
could contribute to supplies must, however, depend on the 
ability of the Greek and Turkish suppliers to meet require- 
ments on price and quality, as well as on the willingness of 
the public to smoke this tobacco, 

In May 1948 the country had total leaf stocks of 330 
million lbs. In the course of this year it was expected to get 
some 135 million lbs. from the United States, and some 60 
million lbs. from other sources. It would be seen, therefore, 
that, with total consumption (home trade and export) at 
about 240 million lbs., the present level of supplies could 
be maintained only by drawing on stocks. Even, therefore, 
if the country gets all the tobacco it can from non-dollar 
sources, the maintenance of cigarette supplies must depend 
on its ability to earn the dollars to pay for them by increasing 
exports to dollar markets and achieving a substantial 
amelioration of the balance of payments. 

The generous action of the United States in providing aid 
under E.R.P. did not remove the hard choice of deciding 
whether it was on raw materials, food or tobacco that 
limited resources of dollars should be spent. If more was 
spent on tobacco the country could buy less of the others. 


Cause of the Shortage 


Answering questions, Sir Alexander said that in addition 
to home consumption, current exports of tobacco were at the 
rate of 44 to 46 million lbs. a year. This included tobacco 
for the Services. Where there were known abuses in the 
retailing of cigarettes, manufacturers and distributors could 
stop supplies. The question of supplies to the Channel 
Islands, which took roughly 300,000 Ibs. of tobacco during 
the first six months of this year, was being considered. 
Although it was difficult to say with certainty, he thought 
the present shortage was largely artificial. Once the atten- 
tion of the public was drawn to a possible shortage, they 
tried to get more. 

There had been no big cut in supplies of cigarettes 
recently. The big cut of 20 per cent. was made by the big 
manufacturers a year ago. The only recent cut was among 
the smaller manufacturers to bring them into line with the 
big manufacturers, who represented over three-quarters of 
the total. He had no evidence that cigarettes exported 
from this country were being re-imported—unless those 
brought home by visitors to the Channel Islands could be 
classed as such. Otherwise the re-imports were infini- 
tesimal. There was no reason why tobacco should not be 
grown in this country, but it needed extensive treatment to 
make it palatable and he doubted if it would be popular. 
Tobacco growing was tried in Ireland before the war and 
was an absolute failure. 

Supplies to fun fairs were about one-twentieth of one per 
cent. of the total. Total tobacco consumption was about 
54 lbs. per annum per head over 16 years of age. 
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Export Licensing Control 
hanges 


HANGES in export licensing control are made by a 
Board of Trade Order* which comes into operation 
on September 1, 1948. 

Among those goods which will not require export licences 
after that date are vitamin C, a number of essential oils, 
wooden furniture (except antiques), pedal cycle tyres and 
tubes, wheeled tractors, leather processing machinery, 
nbber belting, knitted goods (with a few exceptions), tops, 
yarns, threads and cords of artificial silk, some types of 
raw wool, wool waste and wool noils, electro-cardiographs, 
dressings and bandages containing rubber, domestic 
electric cookers, some chemical preparations and imitation 
jewellery as specified. 

Licences are now required for cobalt in the forms specified. 
The changes in the Schedule are given in detail below. 


A list of the essential oils still subject to licence has been 
inserted. Vitamin C (ascorbic acid) has been deleted. 
Group 6(1) Under the headings relating to unwrought non-ferrous 
metals and alloys and the heading ‘“ Ores and con- 
centrates, etc.” the item ‘‘ Cobalt” has been inserted. 

(roup 6(4) The item ‘* Machinery and plant of the kinds used in the 
processes of leather manufacture ’’ has been deleted. 

‘Furniture, domestic, office and garden, which, apart 
from any upholstery, is wholly or mainly of wood or of 
wood and paper yarn fabric ; and parts therefor, wholly 
or mainly of one of these materials ” has been deleted. 

The existing items under the heading relating to manu- 
factures wholly or partly of balata, gutta-percha, etc., 
have been deleted and the following substituted :— 

‘* Tyres, pneumatic, and inner tubes for use therewith, 
but not including pedal cycle tyres and inner tubes.” 

The following items have been inserted : 

‘“*Stockinette sacks, bags, wrappers and materials 
wholly or mainly of cotton of the kinds used for food 
wrapping.” 

‘** Socks and three quarter length stockings of kinds 
suitable for children’s wear, but not including such 
articles wholly or mainly of silk.” 

All other headings relating to knitted wear have been 
deleted : Under the heading ‘‘ Wool and manufactures 
of wool, etc.,” the following items have been deleted :— 

‘* Waste, wholly or partly of wool or animal hair ”’ 
and ‘‘ Wool noils ”’ and the following substituted :— 

‘***Vaste, wholly or partly of wool or animal hair, 
other than uncarbonized sheep’s and lamb’s wool 
wastes,” and ‘‘ Wool noils other than uncarbonized 
noils of sheep’s and lamb’s wool.” 

‘Wheeled tractors of a weight exceeding 15 ewts.”’ has 

been deleted. 

Electro-cardiographs ” has been deleted and, under the 

heading ‘‘ Surgical appliances, etc.” the item “‘ Dress- 

ings and bandages ” has been deleted and the following 
substituted :— 

‘* Dressings and bandages, other than bandages made 
partly of rubber thread’ and, at the end of the item 
relating to mesh and other tissues the following words 
have been added :— 

“but not including tissues made partly of rubber 
thread.” 

Group 12/2 The item “‘ Cookers of a kind used for domestic purposes ”’ 

has been deleted. 

Group 13/1 The head note has been amended to read :-—— 

“In this Group mixtures consisting of prohibited 
substances and mixtures of a prohibited substance 
(except any substance prefixed by the mark*) or of 
prohibited substances with an inert material, either in 
dry form or in solution, are covered by the prohibition.”

Imports of Wines and

Spirits 
HE Minister of Food announces that authority has 
been given for the following imports of wines and 
liqueurs from Hungary during 1948. This programme 
is part of the Anglo-Hungarian trade arrangements which 
provide for the shipment to tbis country of a variety of 
foods including eggs, bacon, oils and fats, and pulses. 


Still Table Wines and Tokay 

Still table wines and Tokay wines not exceeding 25 de- 
grees alcohol are to be imported to the value of £165,000 
(f.0.b.) cost. These wines will be imported by the trade up 
to a sterling ceiling and will not be subject to control of 
f.o.b. prices or to agreed maximum retail prices. It is, 
however, expected that retail prices will be somewhat lower 
than those charged for wine shipped under last year’s 
concession, 


Sparkling Wines 

The programme for Hungarian sparkling wines of the 
Champagne type provides for approximately 4,500 cases 
to the value of £20,000 (f.o.b. cost). The agreed maximum 
retail price will be 22s. per bottle. 


Liqueurs 


Hungarian liqueurs are to be imported to the value of 
£30,000 (f.o.b. cost). Imports of these liqueurs will be 
subject to the same procedure as table wines and will be 
imported up to a sterling ceiling. There will be no control 
of f.o.b. or of maximum retail prices. 

These wines and spirits will be subject to the provisions 
of the Labelling of Food Order (1946). 

Allocation lists for importers have been, or are being, 
prepared by the Ministry in consultation with the Wines 
and Spirits Association of Great Britain. Trade enquiries 
should be addressed to the Association at Market Buildings, 
26-28 Mark Lane, London, E.C.3. 


Rum from British West Indies 


The Ministry of Food announces that, in order to ease 
storage difficulties in the British West Indies and to assist 
the United Kingdom export trade in rums matured in this 
country, authority has been given for the import into the 
United Kingdom from Jamaica, British Guiana, Trinidad, 
Barbados and the Windward Isles of rum distilled in 1947 
and 1948.

Any holders of stocks of these rums who wish to import 
should apply to the Wines and Spirits Branch, Ministry of 
Food, London Road, Stanmore, Middlesex, stating on the 
application the year of distillation. 

Where the ownership has changed and the original 
supplier is acting on behalf of the present holder, applica- 
tion should be made by the former and not the latter. 


Champagne from France 


‘bhe Ministry of Food announces that a limited number 
of new importers will be granted a small quota in the 
champagne concession from France. 

Any United Kingdom wine shipper who, before Decem- 
ber 31, 1947, secured a sole agency from a French cham- 
pagne shipping exporter, is eligible for a quota if his French 
principal can be vouched for by the Syndicate du Commerce 
des Vins de Champagne in Rheims. 


Application for a quota should be made to the Secretary, 
The Champagne Association, Coronation House, 4 Lloyd’s 
Avenue, London, E.C.3, by August 31, 1948 and should be 
accompanied by details of the French priacipal and evidence 
of the sole agency agreement.

market for which new figures are now available showed 

some recovery in June after the Whitsun holidays.

footwear in June was mainly in the ‘‘ leather uppers ”’ 
group, with an annual rate of 5-7 million more than in May.

The continued expansion of the Corporation services is 
shown by the increase in aircraft-miles flown. <A decrease 
of nearly 5 per cent. in the figures for B.E.A. is accounted 
for largely by the use of bigger aircraft on internal services, 
average passenger loads rising from 5-0 in May 1947 to 
9-3 in the month under review.

At July 13 the official index figure, which measures 
changes in the average level of retail prices compared with 
the level at the base date, June 17, 1947 (taken as 100), 
was 108. The corresponding figure at June 15 was 110. 

In announcing this the Ministry of Labour say that the 
fall of 2 points in the index during the month under review 
was almost entirely accounted for by a substantial seasonal 
reduction in the prices of potatoes.

Cast Iron Pipes for Hydraulic Power : The British Stan- 
dards Institution has recently published a revision of 
B.S.44, Cast Iron Pipes for Hydraulic Power. 

In revising the standard the opportunity has been 
taken to refer to the new grade of cast iron covered in 
B.S.1452 which constitutes a combination and revision of 
B.S.321, Grey Iron Castings, and B.S.786, High Duty Iron 
Castings.

Cork Tile Flooring : The Codes of Practice Committee 
has issued for comment Code 203-102, ‘‘ Cork Tile Flooring,” 
prepared by a committee convened by the Royal Institute 
of British Architects. 


This Code deals with tiles made essentially of granulated 
natural cork, used as a covering to floors and stairs and as 
a skirting. 

Information is given on the properties of the flooring in 
relation to resistance to wear and abrasion, sound trans- 
mission, heat insulation and fire hazard, and advice is 
included on the suitability of the flooring for various 
conditions of use. The draft code is concerned with the 
laying of tiles on sub-floors of concrete or timber and gives 
recommendations on water proofing and on the necessary 
treatment of both types of sub-floor. The setting out and 
the technique of laying and fixing the tiles are considered 
and advice given on finishings and maintenance. An 
appendix is included, giving a method of determining the 
dryness of the sub-floor or base. 


The Code is in draft form and subject, before final 
publication, to amendment in the light of comments 
received. Comments, which are invited, should be sub- 


mitted by September 29, 1948.

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Methods of Test for Soil Classification and Compaction : 
The British Standards Institution has recently published 
as B.S.1377 a series of standard tests for soil classification 
and compaction. Although the preparation of this British 
Standard arose in the first instance from consideration of 
standard methods of test for stabilized soils, the scope of 
the work was subsequently extended to cover the whole 
field of soil mechanics. It is believed, therefore, that the 
document will fulfil an important function, since it js 
appropriate to all types of civil engineering construction 
and not only to the road engineering industry from which 
the proposal originated. 

The standard is divided into four parts, the first contain- 
ing a glossary of terms and a list of symbols, the second the 
preparation of samples, and the third and fourth parts 
soil classification and soil compaction tests respectively. 

A large number of tests were examined before the finaj 
selection was made. Many of the tests adopted have 
already been standardized in the United States, and the 
Foreword to the British Standard includes an acknowledg- 
ment to the American Society for Testing Materials and 
the American Association of State Highway Officials. 

For certain tests, the standard includes a laboratory 
method and alternative methods more appropriate to the 
field, and the latter should be of considerable value in the 
control of construction work. 

In preparing the document full advantage has been taken 
of the extensive experience of agricultural scientists in soil 
testing. 

An appendix is included giving typical data and calcula- 
tion forms and although these are not a mandatory part of 
the specification, they should be of considerable assistance 
in providing an indication of how adequate records can 
best be kept. It is appreciated that the detailed layout 
of the forms will need modification in accordance with t e 
requirements of the particular job, but the suggested forms 
clearly indicate the general principles involved.

HE import licensing policy of the Spanish Government 

is dominated by the fact that Spain is at present able 

to earn only a part of the foreign exchange needed 
to meet her essential requirements of raw materials and 
pital goods. Although the position should improve, 
3 world trade revives, there is unlikely to be any funda- 
mental change in the situation for several years. 

The principal classes of goods for which import licences 
we granted are essential foodstuffs and tobacco (mainly 
fom the Western Hemisphere), raw materials (particularly 
yetroleum products, cotton, wool, rubber, wood pulp, 
shosphate, copper), machinery (particularly hydro-electric 
pant, mining machinery, industrial equipment, public 
yorks machinery, motor vehicles—mainly lorries—tractors 
nd agricultural machinery, scientific instruments), chemi- 
als (especially fertilizers) and, lastly, a limited number of 
mugs. 

As a general rule licences are not issued for any goods 
vhich are made in Spain, regardless of whether the quality 
is lower than that of the foreign products, or the price 
higher. Local production has to be outstandingly deficient 
in quantity before imports of competitive goods are even 
onsidered. When an import licence application is received, 
the appropriate Syndicate, which acts as an intermediary 
tetween the Government and the manufacturers, can be 
lied on to act as a watch-dog for the local manufacturers 
ud to oppose the granting of licences for goods already 
uade locally, even if local production is inadequate to 
meet the demand as is frequently the case. ; 


Advisory Committees 


To ensure close collaboration between the import 
licensing authorities and business men, a number of ad- 
visory committees have been set up to deal with certain 
goups of commodities. To take a concrete case: the 
advisory committee for pharmaceuticals, which is composed 
of representatives of the importers and local manufacturers 
as well as officials, makes recommendations as to the 
listribution of the overall exchange allocation between 
the various classes of drugs and pharmaceuticals and 
also as to the countries from which they are to be imported. 
Another committee similarly recruited then makes recom- 
mendations as to the distribution of licences between 
importing firms. 

Exceptions to the general import licensing policy out- 
lined above are sometimes made as part of trade agreements 
with other countries, but generally speaking such imports 
are not large in relation to the total volume of imports, 
and do not affect the shape of the general import pro- 
sframme. 

The following are some of the types of goods for which 
import licences are usually refused, or are exceedingly 
difficult to obtain: hardware, china and glass, paints, 
textiles, footwear and leather goods, fancy goods, complete 
wireless sets, bicycles, jewellery and silver-ware, carpets, 
clothing, electrical fittings, brushware, toilet preparations, 
patent medicines, toys, stationery, domestic equipment 
and fittings, furniture including office furniture. A few 
licences may, however, be granted for these commodities 
tither as part of a trade agreement, or for certain specia- 
lied items. 

Although a given type of goods may be considered 
admissible in principle, licences may be refused for a 
Period if the Spanish authorities consider that licences 
Which have been granted previously are adequate to meet 
the basic demand for the time being. In many cases too, 
the fate of an application may depend on the nature of 
the applicant ; for instance, an application for a certain 
type of machinery may be granted if made by a State- 
controlled company, or by a firm engaged on work of

national importance, but be refused if submitted by a firm 
undertaking what is considered to be unessential work. 

Another point which should be borne in mind is that 
there is a seasonal fluctuation in Spain’s earnings of foreign 
exchange—since they are largely derived from agricultural 
products—and consequently in the granting of import 
licences. The greatest influx occurs in the early part of 
the year and the lean months are in the summer when 
comparatively few licences are granted for imports from 
any country. 

Lastly, it should be remembered that Spanish import 
licensing policy is influenced by the amounts of the various 
kinds of foreign exchange held at any given moment; thus, 
if licences are granted for a certain commodity from one 
country and refused for the same commodity from another 
country, this may be because Spain is at that time much 
shorter of the currency of the latter country than of the 
former. The position may be reversed a few months later. 





Import Licensing Formalities 


Import licences are normally valid for a period of six 
months, but licences with a longer validity may be granted 
in the case of heavy equipment, e.g. hydro-electric plant 
and special machinery, requiring a long time for manufac- 
ture. When a licence has been granted, an application 
has to be made through a local-bank for authority to open 
an irrevocable credit in the country concerned. This credit 
is usually valid for a period of three months and may be 
extended, on application, for further periods of three months 
up to the validity date of the import licence. 

In times of serious foreign exchange shortage, e.g. in the 
autumn, there may be a delay of several months between 
the granting of a licence and the opening of the corres- 
ponding credit, but generally this is not the case, and a 
credit is usually opened within a few weeks of the granting 
of the licence. United Kingdom manufacturers would, 
however, be well advised not to consider an order as firm 
until the necessary credit has been opened in London. 

Application for the renewal of an import licence should 
be made well in advance of its expiry date, and full reasons 
for the delay in delivery of the goods should be stated as 
the Spanish authorities, who are anxious to limit the 
amount of foreign exchange tied up in outstanding licences, 
are showing increasing reluctance to renew expired licences 
unless there is reasonable certainty that the goods will be 
forthcoming. If the manufacture of the goods has been 
completed by the time application for the extension of the 
licence is made, a certificate to this effect countersigned 
by the nearest Spanish Chamber of Commerce or Consul 
may help the application along. 

Goods shipped under an import licence should correspond 
quite closely (within 3 to 5 per cent.) to the value and 
amount stated in the import licence. If, for any reason, 
prices have gone up or it is necessary to ship either less 
or more than the specified amount, an application for 
modification of the terms of the licence should be made well 
before shipment, seeing that such applications take some 
considerable time to be dealt with, and the Spanish Customs 
will not release any goods which differ materially from the 
description given in the import licence. In the case of an 
increase in price, full details of the reasons for the increase 
should be given. 

Applications for import licences should, whenever possible, 
be made in the name of the ultimate user of the goods 
rather than in the name of the agent who is importing 
them. This procedure is preferred by the Spanish Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce and enables them to judge for 
what purpose the equipment is required, and so speeds up 
consideration of the application. The f.o.b. value of the 
goods and the cost of freight and insurance must be shown 
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separately on the import licence application, otherwise 
it will not be considered. ‘The Spanish authorities are 
also anxious that the amount of the commission to be paid 
to the importer should be shown separately, it being 
contrary to the Spanish regulations for local agents and 
importers to retain abroad commissions on foreign exchange. 
Five copies of a pro-forma invoice must be submitted with 
an import licence application. These can all be prepared 
locally, the manufacturer’s original pro-forma invoice 
being required only for presentation to the Customs and 
foreign exchange authorities once the import has actually 
been effected. 

Generally speaking, United Kingdom firms should not 
start manufacturing goods for export to Spain unless 
they are satisfied that an import licence will definitely be 
granted, and they should certainly not sbip any goods to 
Spain until this licence has been granted and the corres- 
ponding credit opened in London, otherwise difficulties and 
delays in payment are bound to occur. 


Special Types of Licences 


Regulations regarding the various types of licence are 
constantly changing and United Kingdom exporters wishing 
to trade under their terms are advised to ascertain from the 
Export Promotion Department of the Board of Trade what 
is the latest position. 

(a) Licences granted without the provision of any 
foreign exchange by the Spanish authorities (‘‘ sin 
divisas ”’ licences). 

Licences of this type were introduced for the first time 
in 1946 and, after being freely granted during 1947, their 
issue was temporarily suspended at the beginning ot 1948. 
Their purpose is to mobilize any foreign exchange which 
may be held by Spaniards living either in Spain or abroad, 
and before the use of any exchange so held can be authorized, 
the owner has to satisfy the Spanish authorities that it has 
been obtained by legal means. As a rule, the goods autho- 
rized for import in this way are essential products such as 
foodstuffs, raw materials, motor cars and lorries, and 
certain types of machinery. So far the great bulk of the 
licences granted ‘‘ sin divisas’’ have been for the import 
of motor cars. 

(b) ‘‘ Combined account ”’ operations. 

Although such operations were first authorized towards 
the end of 1946, their use was not generalized until the 
middle of 1947. The basis of these operations is that an 
exporter is allowed to cover any loss which he may suffer 
as a result of the export of goods below cost, by importing 
certain goods on which he can recoup himself, owing to the 
difference between Spanish and world prices. There is 
thus an indirect subsidy on the export. ‘‘ Combined 
accounts ’’ may be authorized in the case of Spanish exports 
which at present cannot compete in world markets, or of 
goods which have not previously been exported from 
Spain. 

During the first half of 1948, the use of combined accounts 
was greatly extended, and in the case of the United King- 
dom they were applied to tomatoes, bananas, iron ore, 
onions and even to oranges. As their use increased, the 
dangers of the system became apparent. In cases where 
the exporters concerned did not wish to use their foreign 
exchange entitlement to obtain goods for themselves, they 
were allowed to dispose of their import rights to other 
firms. 

The rates quoted were often excessive (sometimes as 
much as five times the official rate of exchange of the 
currency concerned), and as a result it was agreed during 
the recent Anglo-Spanish trade discussions that the Spanish 
authorities would not authorize any further exports to the 
United Kingdom on a ‘‘ combined account ’”’ basis. A few 
imports from the United Kingdom, however, may continue 
to come into Spain for some time yet under previously 
authorized ‘‘ combined accounts.”’ 

(c) Deferred payments. 

During the summer months of each year when Spain’s 
earnings of foreign exchange are at a low ebb, a limited 
number of licences may be granted with deferred payment 
terms involving payment in the autumn or the winter, when 
it is anticipated that sufficient exchange will be available 
to cover the operation. The granting of such licences has 
in the past been a stop-gap measure which is abandoned as 
soon as the foreign exchange position improves, and United 
Kingdom firms should not normally consider trading on 
such terms. 

(d) Canary Islands and Spanish Morocco. . 

All the above information applies primarily to Penin- 
sular Spain. As regards the Canary Islands, import 
licensing policy is controlled in broad outline from Madrid, 
the Ministry of Industry and Commerce fixing the overall 
exchange alloeation for imports into the Islands. The 
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local authorities, however, enjoy a certain measure of 
autonomy ; on the whole they have been more liberal than 
the central authorities in the granting of licences and jt 
has been possible to obtain licences in the Canaries fo, 
a number of goods which cannot at present be imported 
into Spain itself. 

Spanish Morocco has been less fortunate. Although 
import licences are issued by the local administration, 
all applications have to be referred to Madrid, and very 
few have hitherto received favourable consideration. | 
is, however, hoped that the position may improve as g 
result of the general increase in trade which is likely to 
result from the recent Anglo-Spanish trade discussions, 


Barcelona and Valencia Fairs 


A certain sum is set aside each year to cover the import 
of goods to be shown at these fairs. Applications for 
licences are called for some months before the opening of 
the Fairs and successful applicants are given a pre-licence, 
Armed with this they are able to obtain a banker’s guarantee 
to the effect that payment for the goods detailed in the 
pre-licence will be forthcoming once they have been shown 
at the fairs. There may be a delay of some weeks, or even 
months, before the actual payment is maade, but, so far, 
all pre-licences have been honoured eventually. 

As regards, on the other hand, goods brought in without 
a pre-licence, there is no guarantee whatever that an import 
licence will be forthcoming after the Fair, and United 
Kingdom firms showing goods at the Fairs in this way 
should only do so on the clear understanding that they 
may be obliged to ship them out of Spain afterwards. 


Future Prospects 


The understandings reached during the recent Anglo- 
Spanish trade talks in Madrid should make possible a sub- 
stantial increase in trade between the two countries as a 
result of which licences should be more freely granted for 
a wide variety of United Kingdom goods. There is not 
likely to be any marked change in the import policy 
outlined earlier in this article, but licences should be more 
readily granted than in the past, particularly during 
the winter of 1948 and spring of 1949, when Spain’s exports 
will have had time to get under way. 

Good prospects exist for transport equipment, particu- 
larly motor cars and lorries, tractors of all kinds, railway 
and port equipment, heavy electrical plant, chemicals, 
particularly dyes and colours, pharmaceuticals, special 
steels, photographic materials, scientific instruments, tele- 
communications equipment and radio parts, office machi- 
nery, textile machinery, machine tools and diesel engines, 
as well as for aircraft, tugs and dredgers and for a wide 
variety of machinery and semi-manufactured goods which 
have until now been coming in only with great difficulty. 
For reasons explained earlier in this article, however, the 
imports authorized may, in many cases, represent only a 
fraction of a demand which has been frustrated for many 
years, but they should enable United Kingdom firms to 
secure and extend a firm footing in a market willing to 
trade with the United Kingdom on an increasing scale.

No. 42 Supplement No. 6, dated July 2, 1948, issued 
by the Department of National Revenue, which gives 
details of an Act to amend the Customs Act, assented to 
June 30,1948. The amendments are as follows :— 


], Sub-section one of section two of the Customs Act, chapter 
forty-two of the Revised Statutes, 1927, is amended by adding 
thereto, ‘weil after paragraph (d) thereof, the following 

raph :— 

“(dd) ‘ Deputy Minister’ means the Deputy Minister of National 

Revenue for Customs and Excise ; ” 

9, Sections thirty-five, thirty-six and thirty-six a of the said Act 
are repealed and the following substituted therefor :— 

“35. (1) Whenever any duty ad valorem is imposed on any goods 
imported into Canada, the value for duty shall be the fair market 
value of such or the like goods when sold for home consumption in the 
ordinary course of trade under fully competitive conditions, in like 
quantities and under comparable conditions of sale at the time when 
and place whence such goods were exported by the vendor abroad to 
the purchaser in Canada; or, except as otherwise provided in this 
Act, the price at which the goods were sold by the vendor abroad to 
the purchaser in Canada, exclusive of all charges thereon after their 
shipment from the place whence exported direct to Canada, which- 
ever may be greater. 

(2) When the fair market value of any of goods is not ascertainable 
under sub-section one, the value for duty of such goods shall be the 
nearest ascertainable equivalent of such value. 

(3) When neither the fair market value nor the equivalent of such 
value can be ascertained, the value for duty shall be the actual cost 
of production of similar goods at date of shipment to Canada, plus a 
reasonable addition for administration, selling cost and profit. 

(4) The value for duty shall not include the amount of any internal 
tax applicable within the country of origin or export from which the 
imported goods have been exempted or have been or will be relieved 
by means of refund or drawback.” 

3. (1) Sub-section one of section thirty-eight of the said Act is 
repealed and the following substituted therefor :— 

“38, (1) Every one who acts as an appraiser shall determine the 
tariff classification of goods imported into Canada and shall, by all 
reasonable means in his power ascertain, estimate and appraise the 
trae and fair market value, any invoice or affidavit to the contrary 
notwithstanding, of such goods at the time when and place whence 
they were exported ¢‘rect to Canada and the proper weights, measures 
or other quantities as the case requires.” : 

(2) Sub-section four of the said section thirty-eight is repealed. 

4. Sections thirty-nine to forty-two of the said Act are repealed 
and the following substituted therefor :— 

“39. The fair market value of goods shall be taken to include the 
amount of any subsidy or drawback of Customs duty which has been 
allowed by the Government of any other country, also the amount of 
consideration or money value of any special arrangement between the 
exporter and the importer, or between any persons interested therein, 
because of the exportation or intended exportation of such 
goods, or the right to territorial limits for the sale or use 
thereof, and also the amount of money value of any so-called royalty, 
rent or charge for use of any machine or goods of any description, 
which the seller or proprietor does or would usually charge thereon 
when the same are sold or leased or rented for use in the country 
whence they have been exported to Canada.” 

5. Sections forty-six to fifty-four of the said Act are repealed and 
the following substituted therefor :— 

“46. Goods bona fide exported to Canada from any country but 
passing in transit through another shall, upon such terms and con- 
ditions as to shipment, documentation, warehousing, trans-shipment 
or the like as the Governor in Council may prescribe, be valued for 
duty as if they were imported direct from such first mentioned 
country. 

“47, (1) The Minister may by regulation 

(a) prescribe the methods to be followed in determining the 

classification of sugar, molasses and syrup for the purposes of 
the Customs Tariff ; 

(b) designate the instruments, standards and appliances to be used 

in such determination, and 

(c) provide that such determination and/or classification shall be 

carried out by designated officers. 

(2) The decision of any officer so designated as to the classification 
of sugar, molasses or syrup shall be final and conclusive unless the 
importer, within thirty days appeals in writing to the Deputy 
Minister, 

(3) The Deputy Minister may, after such inquiry as he deems 
hecessary, confirm or vary the decision appealed from. 

(4) An importer who deems himself aggrieved by any such decision 
of the Deputy Minister, may appeal therefrom to tho Tariff Board. 
“48. (1) If, upon any entry or in connection with any entry, it 
appears to any Dominion Customs Appraiser that any goods have 
n erroneously classified or appraised or allowed entry at an 
eroneous rate or valuation by any appraiser or collector acting as 
such, or that any of the foregoing provisions of this Act respecting the 
classification or value at which goods shall be entered for duty have 
hot been complied with, such appraiser may make a fresh appraisal or 
Valuation, and may direct an amended entry and payment of 
additional duty on such goods, or a refund of a part of the duty paid, 
48 the case requires, subject to review by the Deputy Minister. 


Tor United Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner at 
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(2) The Deputy Minister may review the decision of any appraiser 
as to the tariff classification of any goods or the value for duty of 
any goods. 

“49. (1) An importer may, by notice in writing filed with the 
Secretary of the Board, within sixty days of the decision, appeal to 
the Tariff Board from any decision of the Deputy Minister 

(i) as to tariff classification or value for duty ; 
(ii) under sub-section three of section forty-seven ; or 

(iii) as to whether any drawback of Customs duties is payable 

under section twelve of the Customs Tariff or as to the rate of 
drawback so payable. 

(2) On any such appeal the Tariff Board may make any such order, 
or finding of fact, as the nature of the matter may require, and, 
without limiting the generality of the foregoing, may declare 

(i) the rate of duty that shall be applicable to the class of goods 
respecting which appeal has been inade, or applicable to the 
specific goods only, 

\ii) the value for duty of the class of goods or of the specific goods, 

or 

(iii) that such goods are exempt from duty ; 
and any such order, finding or declaration of the Board shall have 
force and effect as if the same had been sanctioned by Statute, unless 
appeal be taken as hereinafter provided. 

(3) An importer or the Deputy Minister may, upon leave being 
obtained from the Exchequer Court of Canada or a Judge thereof 
upon application made within thirty days after the making of the 
finding or order sought to be appealed (or within such further time as 
the Court or Judge may allow), appeal to the said Court upon any 
— which in the opinion of the said Court or Judge is a question 
of law. 

(4) The appellant shall give seven clear days’ notice of his applica- 
tion for leave to appeal to the Board and to the respondent, and the 
Board and the respondent shall have the right to be heard by counsel 
or otherwise, upon the application or upon the appeal, or both. 

(5) Where leave to appeal is granted, the appellant shall, within 
sixty days of the granting of the leave, deposit with the Registrar 
of the said Court the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars as security 
for costs, and thereupon the Registrar shall set the appeal down for 
hearing at such time and place as the Court may direct, and shall 
notify the Board, the appellant and the respondent accordingly. 

(6) Any order or judgment of the Exchequer Court made on any 
such appeal may be appealed to the Supreme Court of Canada in like 
manner as a judgment of the said Court, and the provisions of the 
Exchequer Court Act as to appeals shall apply. 

“50. The Deputy Minister may at any time apply to the Tariff 
Board for a ruling upon any question relating to the valuation or 
Tariff classification of any goods or class of goods, and may appeal 
any such ruling as provided in section forty-nine.” 

6. Section fifty-five of the said Act is repealed and the following 
substituted therefor :— 

** 65. (1) Every invoice delivered pursuant to this Act or any 
Regulation shall exhibit, in the currency of the country of export, the 
fair market value of the goods to which it relates, when sold for home 
consumption in the ordinary course of trade under fully competitive 
conditions in like quantities and under comparable conditions of sale 
at the time when and the place whence the same were exported direct 
to Canada, and the true price at which such goods were sold by the 
vendor to the purchaser ; and in computing the value for duty of the 
goods in Canadian currency the rate of exchange shall be such as may 
be declared from time to time by the Bank of Canada. 

(2) Where the rate of exchange of the currency of any country has 
not been so declared, or where multiple rates of exchange exist, a 
conversion rate which shall reflect effectively the current value of 
such currency in commercial transactions may be determined and 
ordered by the Minister. 

(3) All such invoices shall faithfully exhibit the transaction 
between the exporter and the importer, and contain a true and full 
statement of the actual price payable for the goods, including cartons, 
cases and coverings of all kinds and all expenses incident to placing 
the goods in condition, packed ready for shipment to Canada, and no 
such invoice shall state any discount other than such as has been 
actually allowed to the importer.” 

7. Sub-section two of section one hundred and seventy-four of the 
said Act is repealed and the following substituted therefor :— 

“‘(2) The Minister may by regulation authorize the Deputy 
Minister or such other officer as he may deem expedient to exercise 
the powers conferred by this section upon the Minister.” 

8. Section three hundred and three of the said Act is repealed.

Imports of rubber into the Federation of Malaya in 
July last amounted to 27,477 tons of which 18,466 tons 
were dry rubber and 9,011 tons wet rubber (dry weight) 
states the Malayan Government agents in London. 

The chief sources of the dry rubber were Sumatra, 
8,168 tons; Dutch Borneo, 1,218 tons; Java and other 
Dutch Islands, 2,259 tons; Sarawak, 4,212 tons; North 
Borneo, 1,359 tons ; Burma, 132 tons and Siam, 909 tons. 

The wet rubber came principally from Sumatra, 8,566 
tons; Java and other Dutch Islands, 134 tons; French 
Indo-China, 97 tons; Sarawak, 81 tons; North Borneo, 
51 tons ; Burma, 45 tons and Siam, 31 tons.
